Miss T.S.N.A. Essay 


“THIS IS MY WORK, MY BLESSING” 


Many people may say, “Nursing a blessing? I wouldn't want to take care of sick people day in and day out. 
All of that hard work--and it would be so depressing. I just couldn't take it!" 


But those very same people most surely have some very depressing moments in their own chosen fields of 
endeavor. It seems to me, that any position worth having at all, is worth hard work and has depressing as well 
as joyful moments. An what could bring about a more joyful feeling, than the knowledge that you helped save 
a life or had a part in returning an injured or disabled person to a more useful and fruitful life? 


I think one of the best illustrations of nursing is an experience I had not very long ago. Let me share it with 
you: A five year old boy was brought to the Emergency Room in very critical condition. He had been struck 
by a truck on his way to the school bus that morning. This tragedy was very depressing to me--yet it was also 
very challenging. He spent many days in a coma--that darkness somewhere between life and death. Eventual- 
ly, after many weeks, this little boy went home--recovered. The joy and satisfaction that I derived from 
knowing that my care, in some way--however small--may have helped him on his road to recovery, is beyond 
any human measure. 


Nursing, most assuredly, is a blessing. Nurses are a blessing to a patient who may be incapacitated and 
cannot do for himself the things he normally would do when in a state of good health and well-being. The 
nurse does for him those things he cannot do--she is a blessing.

The nurse is also a blessing to the doctor when 
she carries out his orders with skill and intelligence, thus bringing about the therapeutic treatment wanted by 
the doctor and needed by the patient. 


Through her learning and knowledge, the nurse can help 
make the community a safer, healthier, happier, and a better informed one.
